Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Donelson reference discloses a fuel cell stack comprising: a plurality of 
planar fuel cell "16" that inherently comprises a first fuel cell assembly and a second fuel 
cell assembly electrically coupled together such that sealed manifolds extend between 
the first and second fuel cell assemblies, each fuel cell assembly comprising: a hollow 
manifold comprising a top wall "34" & "42" and a bottom wall "14", wherein the hollow 
manifold includes a fuel gas inlet manifold "54" (sealed fuel passage) and a fuel gas 
outlet manifold "56" (sealed fuel passage) for allowing fuel to enter and exit the hollow 
manifold; and a fuel cell "16" comprising an anode "18", a cathode "22", and an 
electrolyte "20" disposed there between, wherein a portion of the top wall "34" forms a 
side wall in direct contact with the fuel cell such that the fuel cell is coplanar with the 
hollow manifold (See Figures 1 and 2 and column 5, line 45 to column 59). 

However, Donelson et al does not expressly teach a portion of one of the top and 
bottom walls of the hollow manifold extending between the fuel cell and the sealed fuel 
passage that forms a complaint structure to accommodate thermal expansion of the fuel 
cell in the same plane as the hollow manifold.
